REPORT 


OF     THE 


Superintending  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Somersworth : 

The  Superintending  School  Committee  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools 
under  their  supervision  : 

The  plan  to  elevate  the  standard,  already  high,  of  the 
schools  in  this  town,  and  particularly  in  District  No.  3, 
initiated  by  the  members  of  this  committee  three  years 
ago  and  developed  as  rapidly  as  possible  during  the  past 
three  years,  has  proved  more  satisfactory  than  the  most 
sanguine,  at  first,  expected.  It  has  awakened  a  greater 
interest  in  our  schools  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  citizens, 
and  especially  among  the  pupils  themselves.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  all  the  schools  in  this  village  are  in 
good    working   condition,  the    teachers  directing   the  ef- 

©  ©  © 

forts  of  the  pupils  with  conscientious  and   painstaking,  as 
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well  :is  intelligent  care,  and  the  pupils  working  honestly, 
methodically  and  undcrstandingly. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  our  efficient  corps  of  teachers  for 
the  earnest  way  in  which  they  have  seconded  all  our 
plans  for  improvement,  some  of  which  have  added  materi- 
ally to  their  tasks ;  and  for  the  intelligent  manner  in 
which  they  have  co-operated  with  us  in  all  the  details  of 
our  work. 

The  large  increase  in  attendance  is  a  matter  of  great 
gratification  to  us,  as  it  surely  indicates  an  increased  in- 
terest in  our  schools  and  shows  that  our  efforts  and  the 
munificence  of  the  town  in  affording  such  good  facilities 
for  acquiring  an  education,  are  fully  appreciated. 

The  attendance  in  the  High  School  during  the  past  year 
has  been  much  larger  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  five 
years,  and  there  is  a  good  prospect  that  it  will  be  still 
larger  during  the  next  year. 

The  public  examinations  of  the  schools  at  the  close  of 
the  spring  term  were  very  interesting,  and  showed  thor- 
ough and  honest  work  in  all  grades.  Promotion  from 
lower  to  higher  classes  is  tested,  as  a  rule,  by  written  ex- 
aminations ;  yet  a  pupil  who  has  done  honest  work  during 
the  year  will  not  be  kept  back  for  the  mere  failure  to  pass 
ti  requisite  per  cent,  at  the  final  examination.  That,  as  a 
test,  would  be  wholly  inadequate.  The  question  in  mak- 
ing promotions  should  not  be, "Has  this  child  as  clear,  or 
as  brilliant  a  mind  as  his  classmates'?"  but  "Will  this 
child  be  better  fitted  for  the  duties  of  life  if  he  advances  with 
his  classmates?"  The  aim  of  the  common  school  should 
be  to  do  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  ;  and  the 
fact  that  the  schools  are  exclusively  for  the  scholars  should 
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never  be  overlooked  by  teachers  or  committee.  Much 
care,  on  the  part  of  the  committee  and  teachers,  has  been 
taken  during  the  past  year  with  the  system  of  examina- 
tions, particularly  in  those  cases  where  pupils  desired  to 
advance  beyond  their  respective  classes.  Formerly  such 
pupils  were  allowed  to  advance  upon  passing  70  per 
cent,  of  a  written  examination  upon  the  subjects  to  be 
pursued  during  the  year  by  the  class  desired  to  be  en- 
tered. This  method,  having  in  many  cases,  proved  un- 
satisfactory, has  been  changed.  Pupils,  now  regularly  in 
our  schools,  who  wish  to  advance  two  classes,  must  obtain 
permission  to  advance,  and  pass  the  term  examinations  in 
their  own  class  ;  also  those  of  the  class  in  advance,  doing, 
in  fact,  two  years  work  in  one.  In  this  way  more  thor- 
ough work  is  done,  and  there  is  no  trouble  from  the 
method  of  "cramming"  for  examination,  to  which  the  oth- 
er method  surely  leads.  The  test  for  promotion  is  now, 
not  the  per  cent,  of  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year,  but  of  the  term  examinations  and  the  final 
examinations  together. 

We  are  specially  pleased  with  the  condition  of  our  pri- 
mary schools,  in  which  much  work  has  been  done  by  us 
during  the  past  year.  Some  new  text  books  have  been 
introduced,  maps  and  different  appliances  purchased,  and 
in  the  first  Primaries,  books  for  supplementary  reading 
matter  have  been  furnished  by  the  Prudential  Committee 
without  expense  to  the  pupils.  Sixty  copies  of  Scott's 
"Tales  of  a  Grandfather,"  were  purchased  for  the  two 
first  Primaries,  and  are  found  to  be  a  very  valuable  ac- 
quisition to  the  studies  of  those  schools,  Another  im- 
portant help  to  the  teachers  and  pupils,  has  been  the  fur- 
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nishing  by  the  Prudential  committee,  of  pencils,  pens 
and  composition  paper  for  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
schools.  The  expense  was  comparatively  small,  and  the 
results  have  been  very  gratifying,  a  marked  improve- 
ment being  seen  from  the  use  of  good  and  uniform  quali- 
ties of  pens  and  pencils.  These  schools  have  also  been 
furnished  with  pencil  sharpeners,  and  some  other  appa- 
ratus. It  is,  in  our  judgment,  desirable  that  each  school 
have  a  small  and  well-selected  library  of  books  of  refer- 
ence. Money  spent  in  this  direction  is  certainly  well 
spent. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Primary  schools  in  this  village, 
are  overrun  with  pupils,  and  the  matter  demands  immedi- 
ate attention.  By  the  tabulated  statement  published 
herewith,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  number  belong- 
ing to  the  Fourth  Primary,  Union  street,  and  the  Fourth 
Primary,  Orange  street,  is  respectively  84  and  85  ;  and 
that  of  the  two  Third  Primaries,  56  and  54.  In  each  of 
these  schools  a  much  larger  number  was  registered — one 
school  registering  118  in  one  term.  With  such  numbers 
the  teachers'  tasks  must  be  very  arduous,  the  work  done 
less  thorough  and  comprehensive,  and  worse  than  all,  the 
health  of  the  children  must  suffer  materially  from  being 
confined  in  a  school  room  with  so  many  others.  The  air 
becomes  vitiated  in  a  very  short  time,  and  the  pupils 
become  dull  and  sluggish. 

Orange  street  hall  contains  ample  capacity  for  two 
school  rooms,  and  could  be  easily  remodeled  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  would  then  be  of  some  practical  value  to  the 
district.  The  voters  of  District  number  three  did  an  act 
of  justice  in  raising  the  wages  of  the    primary  teachers  to 
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$9  per  week,  which  is  none  too  much  for  the  work    done 
by  them. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  develop  a  course  of  study  that 
will,  while  giving  pupils  the  broad  foundation  of  a  gener- 
al education,  that  foundation  upon  which  may  be  raised 
the  finished  structure  of  a  thorough  college  course  with 
all  its  incidents,  to  also  give  instruction  in  those  special 
branches  which  look  more  particularly  toward  a  practical 
business  course.  Much  has  been  said,  and  is  being  said 
about  practical  education,  business  training,  etc.,  etc. 
While  not  attempting  to  criticise  any  commercial  school 
or  business  college,  their  methods,  or  training,  we  can 
but  deplore  the  influence  which  their  alluring  advertise- 
ments have  upon  young  boys  whose  ideas  of  what  a  true 
education  is,  must  necessarily  be  very  limited,  and  who 
are  easily  led  to  believe  that  a  six  months'  course  in  one 
of  these  schools  will  fit  them  to  take  charge  of  a  large 
mercantile  business. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Schoolmasters'  club  in  Bos- 
ton, at  which  Avere  present  some  of  the  best  educators  and 
foremost  business  men  of  that  city,  the  topic  of  the 
day,  "The  schools  as  affording  Preparation  for  Business 
Life,"  was  discussed  in  a  serious  and  understanding 
manner.     Ex-Gov.  Rice,  in  opening  the  discussion,  said, 

*  *  "The  merchant  must  understand  the  philosophy 
of  trade  and  the  bi\>ad  principles  which  underlie  and  con- 
trol it.  Tie  progress  of  art  and  science  during  the  last 
half  century,  makes  a  large  amount  of  scientific  and  artistic* 
education  inclispensible  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  many 
of  the  branches  of  business  at  the  present  time.  A  well 
disciplined  mind  is  the   first  requisite  of  success  in  busi- 
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ness  as  in  professional  life.  The  great  variety  of  pursuits 
and  the  keenness  of  competition  at  the  present  day  render 
the  choice  of  an  occupation  for  a  boy  a  task  of  no  little 
difficulty.  It,  therefore,  behooves  the  teacher  to  so  disci- 
pline the  mind,  that  when  a  boy  comes  out  of  school  he 
may  be  able  to  direct  a  well  disciplined  mind  to  such  oc- 
cupations as  taste,  fitness  and  circumstances  may  dic- 
tate." 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  above  sentences  fully  point  out 
what  the  true  education  in  our  schools  should  be,  i.  e.,  a 
broad,  developing  course  of  study,  covering,  in  addition 
to  the  special  and  narrow  branches  of  arithmetic,  pen- 
manship, book-keeping  and  other  of  the  common  English 
branches,  something  of  philosophy,  art,  language,  politi- 
cal economy,  etc.,  etc.  If  this  is  the  true  education,  then 
the  arguments  advanced  against  our  public  school  train- 
ing, whose  bitterest  opponents  are,  by  the  way,  princi- 
pals of  commercial  schools,  and  therefore  interested  par- 
ties, are  as  fallacious  as  they  are  insidious  and  convincing 
to  the  narrow  and  uneducated  mind. 

Pupils  now  graduating  from  our  High  School,  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  learn  the  rides  and  methods  of 
keeping  accounts,  of  commercial  arithmetic  and  com- 
mercial law  and  the  usages  of  business.  This  train- 
ing has  extended  through  two  years  of  the  course,  and 
in  our  opinion,  is  sufficient  to  train  pupils  to  enter 
upon  a  business  career  intelligently,  and  is  a  sufficient  ed- 
ucational preparation  therefor.  Regarded  as  a  business 
training  in  the  way  the  distinguished  gentlemen,  mem- 
bers of  the  Schoolmasters'  Club  consider  the  matter,  it  is 
far  too  extended,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  more  of  a 
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drill  than  many  pupils  will  need.  As  for  the  rest  of  the 
course  in  the  High  School,  we  are  able  to  say  that  the 
course  of  study  is  now  in  full  operation,  and  is  working 
well. 

The  study  of  German  has  been  added  to  the  course  in 
the  senior  class,  taking  the  place  of  Trigonometry,  which 
has  been  made  an  elective.  On  account  of  the  number  of 
studies,  and  the  large  increase  in  attendance,  the  High 
School  demands  another  assistant.  No  teacher  should  be 
hampered  with  the  necessity  of  cutting  one  lecitation  short 
to  set  time  for  another.  The  work  of  the  teachers  in  the 
Grammar  school,  particularly  in  the  second  department,  i> 
now  very  hard  and  more  than  should  be  required  of  two 
teachers.  We  think  that  for  the  present,  one  teacher  who 
could  divide  her  time  between  the  Grammar  School  and 
High  School  would  materially  aid  the  two  schools,  and  cause 
more  thorough  work  to  be  done.  The  teachers  are  all  ef- 
ficient,  thorough  and  painstaking,  and  if  a  part  of  their 
tasks  were  lightened  would  redouble  their  efforts  for  the 
good  of  the  schools  in  other  directions. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library  of  the 
High  School,  and  to  the  collection  of  minerals,  etc.,  in 
the  High  School,  by  H.  A  Hayes,  and  others.  The  mi- 
croscope purchased  for  the  school  last  spring,  has  proved 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  apparatus.  The  money  re- 
ceived by  the  different  schools  for  tuition,  is  expended  in 
such  schools  for  books  of  reference  and  apparatus. 

Two  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  year.  Miss  Lelia  M.  Home,  who  had 
taught  the  Fourth  Primary,  Orange  street,  for  five  terms, 
resigned  during  the  spring  term,  and  Miss  Ida  M.  Young 
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took  her  place.  Miss  L.  M.  Hoyt,  who  had  taught  the 
Second  Grammar  school  for  seven  terms,  resigned  at  the 
close  of  the  spring  term,  and  Miss  Mary  Sleeper,  long  and 
favorably  known  as  a  teacher  in  our  primary  schools, 
was  elected  to  her  place.  Both  were  zealous  and  ef- 
ficient teachers,  whom  we  were  sorry  to  lose  from  the 
school  force.  We  feel  that  the  schools  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  filling  the  places  of  these  teachers  with  others 
of  such  marked  ability. 

The  exercises  of  the  graduating  class,  which  took  place 
in  the  Congregational  church  Friday  evening,  June  19th, 
were  of  a  very  pleasing  and  interesting  character,  and  re- 
flected great  credit  upon  the  school.  The  names  of  the 
graduates,  their  parts  and  the  exercises  of  the  evening, 
were  as  follows  :

The  life-bestowing  light  of  day

Beneath  the  depths  of  sin  and  wrong

And  when  the  curfew  bells  of  time

To  dwell  for  evermore. 
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The  question  whether  District  No.  3  shall  disorganize 
and  join  the  Union  District,  under  the  new  law,  is  one 
that  is  well  worthy  the  consideration  of  the  voters  of  this 
district.  By  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
in  Sargent  vs.  Union  School  District  in  Concord, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  District  No.  o  can 
retain  its  present  organization  as  long  as  it  seems 
desirable  to  the  voters.  However,  if  the  voters  of 
this  district  should  ever  desire  to  join  with  the  Union 
District,  there  can  be  no  better  time  than  the  present,  as 
now  this  district,  containing  the  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  in  the  town,  could  elect  the  board  of  supervisors  it 
might  nominate,  while  by  waiting  until  after  the  Union 
District  is  formed  and  the  board  of  supervisors  elected, 
:ind  then  coming  into  the  Union  District  this  district 
would  have  no  controlling  voice  in  school  matters  for  the 
first  year. 

Another  important  question  is,  whether  the  town  will 
furnish  pupils  in  the  common  schools  with  text  books, 
As  a  board  we  heartily  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
article.  Since  the  passage  of  the  act  enabling  towns  to 
supply  pupils  with  text  books,  many  towns  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  law,  and,  so  far  as  we  are  informed, 
they  are  much  pleased  with  the  results.  The  expense  of 
text  books  often  keeps  the  child  out  of  school.  If  the 
town  purchased  the  books  the  retail  profits  would  be 
saved;  and  a  town  can  get  better  terms  from  publishers 
than  any  individual.  In  Massachusetts  this  law,  in  this 
State  permissive,  is  compulsory.  The  law  has  been  in 
force  in  Massachusetts  long  enough  to  test  it.  From  re- 
ports received  we  are  led  to  believe  that  it  is  satisfactory 


in  every  way,  and  has  resulted  not  only  in  a  saving  in  the 
actual  expenditures  for  text  books,  but  has  also  rendered 
the  tasks  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  much  lighter.  Fresh 
reading  matter  can  then  be  easily  furnished  at  a  small 
expense,  the  text  books  would  be  uniform,  and  as  they 
would  be  directly  under  the  care  of  the  teachers,  they 
would  be  kept  in  a  much  better  condition.  The  objection 
made  to  a  change  of  text  books  would  be  much  less,  and 
in  that  way  the  work  could  be  kept  up  with  the  times. 
Our  population  is  constantly  changing,  and  the  burden 
comes  very  hard  to  the  man  with  a  large  family  moving 
into  town,  as  the  text  books  used  here,  in  most  cases,  dif- 
fer from  those  in  use  elsewhere.  We  trust  the  matter 
will  receive  the  attention  its  importance  warrants. 

In  closing  this,  our  third  annual  report,  we  are  able  to 
say  that  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  profitable  to  the 
scholars  of  any  in  its  recent  history.

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The  schools  in  these  two  districts  are  ungraded  ;  the 
number  of  weeks  of  the  school  year  is  less,  especially  in 
District  Xo.  1  than  in  No.  3,  and  there  is  a  lack  of  uni- 
formity in  the  text  books  used.  For  that  reason  the  pro- 
gress of  the  pupils  is  not  so  rapid  and  satisfactory  as 
might  be  made  under  more  favorable  conditions.  The 
teachers  employed  have  worked  faithfully  and  intelligent- 
ly, and  the  results  have  been  fully  as  good  as  could  be 
expected  under  the  circumstances. 

Under  the  new  law  these  two  districts  will  form 
one  union  district,  and  if  the  town  votes  to  furnish  the 
pupils  with  text  books,  we  may  expect  better  work  in 
these  schools,  although  the  need,  particularly  in  No.  1.  is 
tor  more  money  to  expend  for  school  purposes,  which  the 
union  of  the  districts  will  not  help  materially. 

This  report,  together  with  the  report  of  District  Xo.  3, 
is  respectfully  submitted.
